EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 11, the phrase "more specifically according to Formula (la). Formula (lb), or 
Formula (Ic)," is removed. In addition, each occurrence of the phrase "according to" in clams 1 1 
and 12 is changed to the word "of. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4 and 7-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Janssen et al. (WO 
97/16440, published 9 May 1997, cited in previous office action) teach compound 17 on page 
36. This compound fails to anticipate or render obvious compounds of claim 14 because 
variable L is CH2-phenyl, not piperidine.
